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DOUGLAS  RESIGNS  AS  TAO  PRESIDENT 


Miami  Beach:  Angela  Keyes  Douglas,  31 
founder  of  the  Transexual  Action  Organi- 
zation, resigned  on  April  16  and  express- 
ed her  hope  that  the  TAO  would  quickly 
find  a new  president. 

Douglas  formed  TAO  in  Los  Angeles  in 
1970,  later  moving  headquarters  to 
Miami  Beach.  The  TAO  was  highly 
political  and  originally  a street  action 
group,  but  has  now  become  more  orient- 
ed towards  medical  aspects. 

Douglas  said  she  was  exhausted  after 
almost  four  years  of  effort  with  the 
TAO  and  feels  "a  great  sense  of  relief" 
as  a result  of  stepping  down. 

She  plans  to  publish  five  more  issues 
of  a commercial  publication  she  began 
earlier  this  year  as  a parting  gesture, 
then  will  drop  out  of  politics  entirely. 

She  said  she  may  then  return  to  full- 
time practice  of  buddhism. 

Miami  Beach  Director  Crystal  Gresham 
or  Vice-president  Barbara  Bosello  may 
become  the  next  TAO  president,  Doug- 
las said,  emphasizing  that  the  next  presi- 
dent will  be  selected  by  a dozen  or 


so  people  who  work  quite  a bit  with 
TAO  and  appreciate  the  difficulties 
involved.  "TAO  policy  in  the  future 
will  be  completely  relative  to  the  con- 
cepts of  the  president  and  the  Organi- 
zation Command,  and  may  differ  con- 
siderably from  its  mind  political 
stance  it  has  held  for  several  years. 

It  could  become  more  militant,  more 
social,  or  just  about  anything.  "

genders . 

But  until  each  underwent  trans -sexual 
operations  at  Stanford  University  Med- 
ical Center  he  was  a she  and  she  was 
a he. 

They  are  in  love,  they  say,  and  want 
to  get  married. 

But  the  State  of  California  says  they 
can't  because  it  does  not  permit  a 
change  in  sex  on  birth  certificates 
and  does  not  permit  the  marriage  of 
two  persons  of  the  same  sex. 

The  hangup--or  at  least  one  of  them-- 
is  that  Jason,  who  was  born  Neva  Joy 
Heckman,  was  legally  able  to  change 
his  sex  on  his  Nevada  birth  certificate 
because  that  state  recognizes  trans- 
sexual changes. 

But  not  so  with  Tonnea,  born  Gary 
Paul  Townsend  in  Glendale. 

The  two  met  at  the  Stanford  Medical 
facility  in  a counseling  session.  Jason 
a chief  who  had  worked  in  Europe  and 
throughout  the  U.S.,  underwent  the 
operation  in  May.  Tonnea  (gary) 
changed  sex  in  April,  1972. 

"He  asked  me  to  marry  him,  " said 
Tonnea,  "and  I said  yes.  " 

California  authorities,  however,  said 
no  when  they  applied  for  a marriage 
licens  e. 


They  said  it  was  a legislative  matter 
and  one  that  will  have  to  be  decided 
by  the  State  Legislature,  if  and  when 
it  is  presented  with  a bill  to  enact  a 
law  on  the  subject. 

Each  spent  about  $5000  for  the  series 
of  operations  over  six  month  periods. 

Sex,  they  said,  is  only  a small  part 
of  being  a t rans  - s exual. 

"What  we're  doing  now,  " said  Jason, 
"is  to  finally  adjust  our  bodies  to 
what  our  minds  have  been  for  so 
long.  " 

He  said  they  were  both  embarassed 
about  living  together  without  the  bene- 
fit of  marriage. 

They  have  not  yet  decided,  he  added, 
whether  to  file  suit  to  overturn  the 
California  law  barring  their  marriage.

BRINGS  ABOUT  DIVORCE 

Cocoa  Beach,  Fla:  A Cocoa  Beach 

waitress  has  filed  a divorce  suit  against 
a woman  who  is  legally  her  husband  and 
father  of  her  5-year-old  son. 

Carolyn  Ann  Earthorne  said  the  seven- 
year  marriage,  was  "irretrievably 
broken"  after  her  husband,  Gordon  Dale 
Earthorne,  went  to  Morocco  for  a 
sex  change  operation  and  became 
Kathy  Ann  Earthorne. 

Carolyn  Earthorne  declinded  inter- 
views. Her  lawyer,  Walter  Stockman, 
said  , "It's  the  most  unusual  divorce 
I've  ever  handled.  The  legal  reason  is 
that  the  marriage  is  irretrievably 
broken,  but  the  basic  reason  is  ob- 
vious. " 

Kathy  Earthorne  said  she  would  not 
contest  the  suit. 

"I've  felt  like  a girl  ever  since  I was 
a child,  " she  said.  "I  knew  very 
early  that  something  was  different 
about  me,  but  it  wasn't  until  after  I 
was  married  that  I realized  what  it 
was  and  that  something  could  be  done 
about  it.  " 

She  said  their  son  "knows  who  I am 
and  who  I was  and  who  I was  and 
loves  me  just  the  same.  He's  a very 
bright  little  boy.  " 

The  Earthornes  were  married  Oct. 

2,  1967,  in  Detroit,  where  he  work- 
ed f or  Chrysler  Corp. 

In  1972  he  legally  changed  his  name  to 
Kathy.  Then  he  wrote  a sex-change 
clinic  in  Casablanca,  Morocco. 


"I  was  accepted  for  the  operation  and 
and  had  it  done  Sept.  19,1972.  It 
cost  $4,  000.  I couldn't  couldn't 
afford  to  have  it  done  in  the  States 
because  it  costs  $10,  000  to  $12,  000 
here,  " she  said. 

The  Earthornes  are  separated  now, 
but  Kathy  said  she  and  Carolyn  lived 
together  after  the  operation  was  per- 
formed. 

"We  are  still  good  friends,"  Kathy 
said.  "Carolyn  knew  what  I was  go- 
ing through,  and  while  she  didn't 
like  it,  she  supported  me.  " 

Kathy  said  that  as  a man  she  never 
considered  herself  a homosexual. 
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BEBE  INFILTRATES 
FEMINIST  CONFERENCE 

At  a recent  feminist  conference,  drag 
queen  Bebe  J.Scarpie  successfully  was 
able  to  infiltrate  the  question  line,  from 
which  men  were  excluded,  in  order  to 
challenge  Jill  Johnston,  the  radicalesbian 
columnist.  Miss  Johnston,  is  primari- 
ly noted  for  a recent  letter  to  the  Nation- 
al Organization  of  Women,  in  which  she 
proposed  that  mothers  neglect  to  care  for 
male  babies.  She  also  attacked  drag 
actress  Holly  Woodlawn,  when  the  latter 
was  making  a public  appearance.  At  this 
conference  she  wanted  to  allow  only 
those  males  necessary  for  artificial 
insemination  to  exist.  Bebe  accused 
Jill  of  being  a a Neo  fascist  and  dictat- 
ing to  women  as  well  as  men.  At  this 
point  however,  a radicalesbian  recog- 
nized her  from  previous  encounters, 
and  screamed  out  Jill  don't  answer  it's 
a male  question.  " The  audience,  com- 
posed 50%  of  college  students  and  50% 
of  Jill's  entourage,  was  left  in  total 
amazement.  It  was  interesting  since 
with  their  close  cropped  hair  and  full 
denim  outfits  , the  radical  women  were 
more  transvestites  than  Bebe! 

Finally  one  of  the  straight  women  pre- 
sent, picked  up  Bebe's  line  of  question- 
ing. Jill  again  demonstrated  an  inability 
to  build  any  logic  sequence  of  thoughts 
and  she  suceeded  in  boring  half  the 
college  students  into  leaving  while  she 
was  trying  to  explain  that  sleeping  with 
a male  made  a woman  a male,  to  which 
this  straight  sister  replied  then  it  made 
her  boyfriend  a woman.

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ELAINE  HOLLINGSWORTH  is  a writer  who  plainly  likes  her  assignments  tough. 
Her  current  novel,  ZULMA,  is  the  first-person  story  of  a remarkable  young 
Mexican  transsexual  who  came  to  Los  Angeles  at  the  age  of  13  and  hustled  with  a 
vengeance  until  his  hard  death.  It's  a work  that  is  a mind-blowing  trip  into  a 
scarey,  little-explored  world.  It  is  grim,  relentless,  and  morbidly  fascinating. 

Consequently,  it  comes  as  something  of  a shock  to  encounter  Hollingsworth,  vis- 
a-vis,  a former  model  and  actress  (King  and  Four  Queens  with  Clark  Gable? 
Tarzans  Greatest  Adventure  with  Gordon  Scott),  decorator  and  collector  of  native 
art. 

ZULMA  hits  the  stands  in  paperback,  because  the  hardback  publishers  found  it  too 
pornographic,  an  odd  observation  in  light  of  the  fact  that  the  story  is  a true  one, 
and  the  dialogue  is  raw  and  real  from  tape  recordings. 

Seated  comfortably  in  front  of  a picture  window,  relaxed,  eager  to  talk  about  the 
real  Zulma,  Hollingsworth  warms  to  her  subject. 


WHAT  WAS  ZULMA  LIKE? 

HOLLINGSWORTH:  I never  thought  of 
Zulma  as  being  anything  but  a woman. 
I was  crazy  about  her.  She  was  dar- 
ling. 

She  had  very  beautiful,  black-black 
eyes,  slanted,  and  lovely  dark  eye- 
lashes. She  had  extremely  high  In- 
dian cheekbones.  She  had  silicone 
put  in  them  to  make  them  even  more 
prominent.  Frequently  silicone 
travels,  but  hers  didn't. 

Nice  nose.  She  thought  it  was  too 
strong  and  wanted  to  have  it  fixed.  I 
told  her  not  to,  because  it  had  a lot 
of  character.  Nice  mouth  except  for 
a scar  where  Leroy  (one  of  Zulma's 
’’husbands")  let  her  have  it  with  a 
knife.  And  the  most  beautiful  hair  I 
have  ever  s een.  ..  unbelievable. 

By  the  time  I met  Zulma,  her  hair 
was  all  chopped  off,  but  when  she 
got  out  into  the  sun,  it  shone  like  a

raven's  wing,  and  it  was  so  thick! 
It  took  her  13  years  to  grow  it,  and 
when  the  prison  authorities  cut  it 
off,  oh,  oh,  she  was  heartbroken. 
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I WANT  TO  BE  VERY  WOMAN 
but  when  I am  12  years  old,  I start  to  look  like 
a boy  and  feel  like  a boy,  and  that’s  very  bad 
for  me. 

“Don’t  cry,  Zulma,”  say  Phaedra.  “That  not 
gomia  help.” 

“Oh,  what  I’m  gonna  do,  what  I’m  gonna  do?” 
“What  you  are  gonna  do  is  quit  crying.  All 
you  get  from  that  is  red  eyes  and  that’s  not  good 
for  business.” 

“Why  I can’t  be  a girl?”  I ask,  “Why  I can’t 
be  a girl?” 

“Why  don’t  you  get  a sex  change  operation? 
They  can  make  you  into  a girl.” 

“They  really  can?” 

“Yeah,  but  it  costs  money.” 

“I  don’t  care  what  that  operation  cost.  I’m 
gonna  get  that  money  I” 

Zulma  hustled  on  the  streets  of 
California  and  rolled  her  unsus- 
pecting patrons.  When  she  was  18, 
she  went  to  Tijuana  for  her  oper- 
ation—and  met  her  fate. 


WHY  DID  ZULMA  DECIDE  TO  HAVE 
THE  SEX  CHANGE  OPERATION  IN 
TIJUANA? 

Cheaper.  At  that  time,  the  operation 
in  Tijuana  was  $5000.  In  the  U0S0>  it 
was  $7500. 

IN  YOUR  BOOK,  ZULMA  REFERRED  TO 
HIMSELF  AS  A HOMOS EXUALo 

Yes.  She  would  have  had  a difficult 
time  with  "transsexual".  Her  English 
was  limited.  She  had  been  called  a 
homosexual  in  a derogatory  sense,  I'm 
sure,  and  picked  up  on  it  and  used  the 
word. 

THERE  APE  A TREMENDOUS  NUMBER 
OF  MEXICAN  TRANSEXUALS  AND 
DRAG  CUEENS  IN  LOS  ANGELES  FROM 
OVER  THE  BORDER. 

Maybe  they  have  to  come  because 
they're  not  appreciated  in  Mexico. 

That  "macho"  business  is  awfully 


rough.  For  someone  like  Zulma, 
life  would  have  been  unbearable  in 
Mexico. 

HOW  WERE  YOU  ABLE  TO  GET  ZULMA 
TO  TALK? 

Getting  her  to  talk  wasn't  hard.  She 
doted  on  attention.  I had  to  be  extreme- 
ly strong  with  her.  She  had  a tendency 
to  blather  and  go  off  on  tirades.  I had 
to  keep  digging  , digging. 

AFTER  HE  GOT  THE  OPERATION,  WHAT 
WERE  HIS  PLANS? 

She  was  going  to  get  herself  a rich 
husband. 

Zulma  was  very  grasping,  heavily  in- 
to money.  She  saved  the  money  for 
the  opeartion  over  and  over  again,, 

FROM  YOUR  DESCRIPTIONS,  La  Mesa 
PENITENTIARY  WAS  OUITE  A JOINT. 

It  was.  P emember  this  , though. 

You're  in  grave  danger  when  you're 
in  Tijuana.  If  you  have  an  accident 
and  you're  broken  and  bleeding  to 
death,  they  take  you  straight  to  jail. 

It  really  is  bad.  I'll  never  go  back. 

Tijuana  is  a corrupt  society.  It's  as 
simple  as  that.  Take  La  Mesa.  The 
system  perpetuates  cor ruption.  They 
won't  pay  the  guards  a living  wage. 

Three  dollars  a day  and  what  they  can 
make  selling  anything  and  everything, 
penicillin  to  heroin. 

WAS  ZULMA  INTO  HEROIN? 

She  used  it  once  in  La  Mesa.  I sort 
of  met  everyone  there.  It's  like  a 
social  club.  There  are  introductions. 
Even  though  it's  a prison,  the  men 
are  not  dehumanized.  There  are  ways 
to  make  a living  inside  the  walls. 

There  are  connubial  visits;  prostitutes 
come  and  go,  although  they  charge  the 
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Americans  a dollar  more.  I had  to 
smuggle  in  the  tape  recorder. 

DID  ZULMA  HAVE  SEX  AS  A WOMAN 
IN  LA  MESA? 

Not  sex  as  a woman.  They  knew  she 
was  a boy.  People  are  more  tolerant 
in  prison,  all  in  the  same  boat. 

WHAT  WEPE  ZULMA  'S  PLANS  AFTER 
PELEASE  FROM  LA  MESA? 

(Elaine  takes  a long,  long  pause  pause 
and  looks  a shade  disappointed  and 
sad.  ) 

What  happend  was,  and  I feel  so  terri- 
ble about  it.  I told  Zulma  I would  pick 
her  up,  when  she  was  released  from 
jail,  and  I would  help  her  out  in  any 
way  I could,  so  she  wouldn't  be  dis- 
oriented when  she  came  out.  I would 
go  with  her  to  the  doctor  and  hold  her 
hand  when  she  had  the  operation  and 
help  her  out  financially.  Fate  inter- 
vened. My  best  girlfriend,  who's  a 
film  star,  was  asked  by  MGM  to  tour 
Africa,  and  she  said  she'd  do  it,  if 
they  sent  me,  too.  . . and  I adore  Afri- 
ca. So,  I wrestled  with  my  conscience 
for  several  days  and  said,  oh,  I can't 
pass  it  up.  Private  planes  and  all. 

I wrote  Zulma  and  told  her  this  and 
said  I'd  be  back  in  a month.  She 
had  my  phone  number  and  my  address, 
and  I made  her  promise  me  she'd 
get  in  touch. 

When  I got  back  from  Africa,  there 
was  no  letter,  no  message,  nothing. 

I was  going  back  down  to  La  Mesa  on 
the  next  visitor's  day  (Saturday) , s ee 
my  friends,  and  check  up  on  Zulma. 
Before  I could,  I got  a phone  call 
from  a friend  who  had  just  got  out, 
and  he  said,  "Did  you  hear  what 
happened  to  Zulma?  He's  dead.  " 

I just  went auuuugh--I  was  in  ab- 

solute shock  for  a week.

DID  YOU  TRY  TO  FIND  OUT  WHAT 
HAPPENED? 

I went  back 
down  and  discovered  people  had 
read  about  her  death  in  the  Tijuana 
paper.

Probably  walked  the  streets,  which 
could  have  been  the  worst  possible 
thing.  See,  she  was  still  going  to 
get  that  operation  in  Tijuana. 

ZULMA'S  DEATH.  MY  GOD,  END- 
ING UP  ON  THE  TIJUANA  DUMP.  IT 
ALMOST  SOUNDS  LIKE  A PUT-ON. 

I know,  but  that's  where  they  found 
her. 

DO  THEY  HAVE  ANY  IDEA  WHO  MUR- 
DERED HIM? 

They  don't  even  care. 

ANY  THEORIES? 

Well,  she  was  stabbed  brutally  so 
many  times.  I think  she  tied  up  with 
a macho  Mexican,  and  when  he  found 
out  that  Zulma  was  really  a boy,  he 
couldn't  stand  the  fact  that  he  had  sex 
with  a boy,  and  he  took  it  out  by  kill- 
ing poor  Zulma.  So  many  Mexicans 
men  just  can't  handle  something  like 
that.

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On  June  24th  entertainer  JAE  STEVENS 
was  brutally  murdered  near  Spreckels 
Lake  in  Golden  Gate  Park  by  a,  as  yet, 
unknown  assailant.  A resident  of  the 
area  said  she  beard  cries  for  help  at 
that  hour.  The  body  was  not  discover- 
ed until  7 a.  m.  the  next  morning, 
dead  of  five  stab  wounds,  three  direct- 
ly in  the  heart. 


made  local  headlines  four  years  ago 
when  he  attended  the  gala  charity  bene- 
fit opening  night  of  "They  Shoot  Horses, 
Don’t  They"  as  Jean  Ha rlow,  winning 
the  grand  prize,  whereupon  he  reveal- 
ed that  he  was  an  impersonator  from 
The  Fantasy,  upsetting  the  socially 
prominent  judges  no  small  degree. 

Besides  being  a highly  talented,  in- 
ventive entertainer,  Jae  Stevens  was 
certainly  one  of  the  most  loved  per- 
formers by  his  peers  in  San  Francis- 
co. To  work  with  him  was  a joy  and 
those  of  us  who  were  priviledged  to 
know  him  will  always  remember  his 
great  ability  to  find  the  humor  in  any 
situation,  his  genuine  warmth  and  car- 
ing of  everyone  around  him  and  his 
total  lack  of  temperament.  Jae  Stevens 
was  a good  friend,  a friend  who  will  be 
sorely  missed  to  those  fortunate  enough 
to  know  him. 


Two  hours  earlier,  at  approximately 
5 a.  m.  , Mr.  Stevens  car  was  spotted 
in  Hayward  in  an  area  where  there  had 
been  a high  incidence  of  rape  attacks 
and  was  pulled  over  by  a deputy  sheriff. 
The  car  suddenly  raced  away  and  a 
chase  ensued,  ending  when  the  car  went 
out  of  control  and  crashed  into  a house. 
The  young  driver,  described  as  having 
blond,  shoulder-length  hair,  escaped. 

Jae  Stevens  started  his  professional 
career  eight  years  ago  at  THE  FAN- 
TASY on  Mason  Street  as  part  of 
"Jack  & The  Giants".  He  continued  to 
work  in  San  Francisco  in  the  showroom 
of  the  *P.S.  , appeared  on  The  Caba- 
ret circuit  in  San  Francisco  and  L.  A. 
as  one-half  of  the  team  of  Stevens  & 
Miller, and  most  recently  was  seen  at 
Finocchio's  on  Broadway.  He  also 


At  the  time  of  his  death,  Jae  was  27 
years  old.  In  those  brief  27  years,  he 
brought  a lot  of  love  to  the  people 
around  him.  The  world  will  go  on 
turning  but  it  is  now  minus  one  beauti- 
ful, caring  human  being.

Candy  Darling,  the  transvestite  per- 
former who  appeared  in  films  and  on 
the  stage  died  of  cancer  and  pneumonia. 
Pumor  has  it  that  the  cancer  was  from 
the  usage  of  female  hormones. 

Most  of  the  New  York  papers  announc- 
ed the  death  of  Candy  on  their  front 
pages. 


At  the  funeral,  however,  one  was 
struck  by  the  seemingly  ambiguous 
feeling  whether  Candy's  family  want- 
ed to  retain  the  memory  of  her  public- 
ly as  Candy  Darling,  a talented  woman, 
or  privately  as  James  their  son.  It 
was  never  really  clear.  The  Catholic 
priest  in  between  Hail  Marys  avoided 
the  personal  pronouns  "he"  and  "she" 
and  repeatedly  said  "this  person's 
soul"  instead.  A male  eulogizer  con- 
stantly referred  to  Candy  as  "he"  and 
yet  the  printed-in-Italy  prayer  cards 
had  Candy  Darling  written  on  them. 


He  was  the  darling  of  the  jet  set  and  a 
member  of  the  A ndy  Warhol  clan.  . . 
Candy,  like  so  many  other  transvestites, 
female  impersonators  and  transexuals 
who  find  some  sort  of  acceptance  from 
society  was  very  fast  and  ready  to  deny 
being  either.  . . . He  was  a woman.  . . not 
a degenerate  like  the  others  and  was 
'insulted'  when  referred  to  as  a trans- 
vestite. 


One  paper  referred  to  Candy,  "she  was 
campy,  she  was  "freaky",  she  was  a 
star.  " 

Even  though  she  insulted  her  trans- 
vestite sisters  by  denying  them.  . . , she 
did  set  a precedent  for  acceptance  of 
the  transvestite  lifestyle. 

Candy  Darling  was  26  years  old. 
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The  curtain  fell  upon  an  era  of  female 
impersonation  with  the  demise  of 
CLUB  82.  Together  with  San  Francisco's 
Finocchios,  and  Paris'  Le  Carousel,  the 
82  Club  formed  the  peak  triumvirate  cir- 
cuit a female  impersonator  could  hope  to 
play. 

The  club  was  a true  impersonator's 
heaven.  Its  case  of  characters  ranged 
from  John's  paying  for  their  fairest 
flower's  sex  change  to  male  impersona- 
tor waiters  to  even  an  occasional  drag 
member  of  the  band  or  hat  check  girl. 

The  82  had  many  ups  and  downs  in  its 
20  year  history,  but  it  was  generally  down- 
hill after  1970.  Its  location  in  a bad 
section,  hindered  the  tourist  trade,  ris- 
ing costs,  and  a poor  advertising  policy 
coupled  with  the  general  decline  in 
New  York  City's  niteclubs  sounded  the 
death  knell. 


KIT  BUSSELL,  director  of  the  CLUB 
82.  The  show  slowly  went  down  hill 
after  he  left.  . . . 


Yet,  there  is  one  more  important  reason 
for  the  clubs  failure,  the  lack  of  genuine 
upcoming  talent.  It  seems  most  enter- 
tainers these  days  opt  for  the  easiness 
of  miming  to  records.  Gone  are  the 
beltings  of  TY  BENNET  and  BOBIN 
FOGEFS,  the  sensous  dancing  of  BABY 
MAFTEL  and  TONI  LEE,  all  the  other 
greats,  FPANKIE  OUINN,  KIM  AUGUST, 
HOLLI  WHITE  and  the  rest.  Feplaced, 
they  are,  by  a reasonable  facsimile  of 
Barbara  Streisand  cutting  the  air  with 
hL  arms  while  his  lips  bearly  keep  in 
sync  with  a scratched  recording.  In- 
deed, the  situation  became  so  critical, 
that  the  Club  resorted  in  its  last  few 
weeks  to  a mime  show  of  six. 

But  I for  one,  prefer  to  remember  the 
82  when  it  took  a reservation  to  get  in 
to  see  a 30  member  revue,  when  the 
money  was  available  not  only  for  talent 
but  for  production  numbers,  when  singers 
outbelted  Ethel  Merman,  when  strippers 
bumped  the  audience  to  its  feet,  when 
Walter  Winchell  sent  an  orchid  a week 
to  Kit  Fussell,  the  club's  former  di- 
rector, and  we  all  lined  up  for  our 
souvenir  postcard  which  proudly  pro- 
claimed, ' Who's  No  Lady"?

Gene  and  Ty  tried  open- 
ing a club  in  Brooklyn.  In 
the  tradition  of  the  82, 
they  had  lesbians  as  wait- 
ers.
